Tlioy re- 
peiitedly attacked Onuiornmn, but have 
been repulsed with heavy loss and com- 
pelled to retreat to Mizanelueke. Gor- 
don, u|ion learning the Uedouin AraiiH 
came to welly during tiie night Hn\t 
armed boats to guard tin; wi-lls, caii.sing 
great suflering f iuong the rebels, many 
of whom died of sniftllpox and dyseute 
ry. El Mahdi therefore withdraw his 
array to Jabbara, two days from Om- 
deriiian.

Probably a groat deficiency in the 
cultivation, of cereals, roots and graaaos 
IS the want of periodical change of seed 
and its right stilection, together with mis- 
taken notions of the proper rotation uf 
crops. The value uf manures is in many 
oaaua orertouked, and much fortiliising 
power is wasted through negligent ox- 
posuro. lint thcje and other deficienoiea 
are m cour.^e uf bciiig su[iplicd by the 
tfToct of iiicreaaed knuwledgo and oi- 
periuiice, and the stimulus of better mar- 
kets. The inllu.x of now settlero, with 
now ideas and good experience .of farm - 
ieg elsewhere, tends to stimulate diaoas- 
slun and to provoke oxporimont. The 
puat yoai has witnessed a voiy great ad- 
dition to our flettlud fannini^ population. 
The returns that may be iaici before the 
liDuao of assembly, in ita coming se-Hsion, 
on this subject, will be most gratifying to 
ull. Tho greatest inorcaso, naturally has 
taken place in the Now Westminster dis- 
trict, but the arable portions of the in- 
terior of tho mainland have also boon 
largely occupioJ, and in that part of the 
country many new- comers have engaged 
in stock-raiuiiig. Very gratifying, fur 
ther, is it to know that the prudence of 
tho govornmeut in arranging, in the sot- 
tleineuc bill, fur agricultural settlement 
by former Hf|iintter8 and by pre-omptors 
has been richly rou'ardnd by an o.xtra- 
ordinary and nn-jxpoctod increaae in the 
number of aettlora on Vancouver Island. 
Nothing was conimoiiBr, a few years ago, 
than tho assertion that there was no room 
for any mure settlers on the island. Out 
hu'idreds have found locations last year 
along the east coast, and a mo.st promis- 
ing aettlement has been eatablished at 
Alberni. It is a fair iirodiction that in a 
few yoara tho fanning population uf the 
island will be doubled, and that all the 
available areas will not, then, be occupied. 
Tho productive power of the rural dis- 
tricts alio will be progryasivoly enhanced 
by iiiiproTod fanning. Neither in this 
province, nor in Canada itself, has public 
opinion demanded that such attention 
should be given to the promotion of agri- 
culture, as for inatanco in given m tho 
United Slates. The yearly report on the 
agriculture of the country, published an- 
nually by the United St.at;es government, 
i.'i the uio.st CGinplule ami practical now 
published by any govorniiiont. But our 
present government may fairly elaim tho 
credit of having stimulated settlement 
with great oucccsH, and of having more 
amply recognized than any former ijov- 
erniuoiit of the province the nocosBity of 
encouraging and foaterinji the develop- 
ment (jf our itt;ricuUural ruaourcos. Special 
ell'ortii of a practical character will doubt- 
less be rticomuieiiuQd as soon e.s it appears 
likely chttt public opinion will sauction 
them.

THE INSURANCE COM PANICS. 

There are ostablished among us a num- 
ber of insurance agnncies, both tiro and 

life. These companies have reason to be 
aatistiod with their bnniness here as large 
8ii;iis arc? paid to iliein annually by the 
assured, linsinoss and society being of a 
settled and astablishod character, insur- 
ance companies run comparatively few 
risks in this city and have consequently 
thriven and increased. This being tho 
case is it not a little surprising that they 
have never felt culled upon to make auino 
return tor liiid hberal patronage by allow- 
ing sonui of the money to circulate here 
instead o( sending it all to England or the 
oast? In eastern Canada and the States 
this ia done. In \Vinni[ieg different corn- 
paiiiei! have invoaled in building enter- 
prises nud allow their nuiiiey to circulate 
in nmny wayi. Why should not the 
same conise l;e followed here? Enough 
money hnii been paid by insurers in Vic- 
toria to sonio agencies to build up an en- 
tiro atreet and something uf tliis kind 
ought to be dime by the rich companies 
that have been Ko well patronized. An- 
other way in wliich they might make their 
monuy of uao hero is by lotting it out at 
interest. At present the insurauco agon- 
ciea act only as drains to carry off a con 
aidorable portion of tho country's income; 
in deed,thi.isoema to be the only branch of 
buaitiOHs involving largo Buina of money 
that ia doing nothing to advance the con- 
dition of the country, Wo do not under - 
rate tho advantages of insurance; but It 
doea not seunt luire.-isonable that we should 
wish to see somo of the mone^ paid in 
premiums invested iu our midst. In- 
' Hurftuce ngonw should represent to their 
principal.i the growing importance of Vic- 
toria und the advisability of increasing 
their popularity by investing in Ita roslty 
p put;, At least, of their roveuues;

TUB WEI-l-I.TOTON FIRE. 

JPUFtlicr Parttculai-s of the Dis- 
aster. 

The Free Press of yesterday has ad- 
ditional particulars of the Wellington dis- 
aster. 

John Pauli th« only miner who lost his 
lifo, waa told by young William Drew that 
the mine waa on tire and to come out iin- 
iiiiidiately. Ho replied that his shot waa 
ready to fuu and as aocii as ho lired it ho 
would come out, but that waa tho last 
.leeii o( him. An yxpioniig juvi'ty went 
into his stall a fuw luinuti-s iittarwards to 
take him out, but Paul could not be 
found. It ia thought that after firing his 
shot he started to go out uf the mine tho 
way he had been iiccustomod to for tho 
fow weeks he had been working in tho 
mine, and that woukt be in the direction 
in which the fire was raging. Finding 
his paasago blocked with the flumes, ho 
no doubt became bewildered, lost his way 
and succumbed. Ho loaves a wife at 
WolliiiEton who is distracted at tho loss 
of her husband. The Chinese report ono 
of their niitnbei' iniasiiig and us hu waa 
woi Ling ill tho mine at the time tho tire 
waa diicovored, it la auppoaed that ho ulso 
lost his life from tho oil'ecta of the fhimos, 
A number of Chinamen made a rush to 
put it out, but it made a sudden flaro and 
scared them idl out of thoir Uvea and thoy 
nitroatcd on tho ([idok march. By tho 
time rho wliile minora ijot lo t)ui lire it 
waa boyoiul control, as it liad spread with 
ligluniug like rapidity Thu sheet of 
ll.iine 13 said to havsi reached at least (iO 
foot above the surface, lighting up tho 
country for miles. Pjirt of tho pit head 
work was removed ami the vontilatiiif^ fun 
fell :i prey to tho devouring llamoa. 

.Stuj>8 wore at once taki ii to attonipt lo 
Binothor the (lauiu.s by elosin^ uji tho 
juoutli of the No. 4 and No. ;i .shafts with 
several feet of lurf, and barricading all 
other iulots and outlets. Sovwai oxplo- 
aions took place on Tuesday night and 
Wednesday, ono of which blew the cover- 
ing otf thu No. 4 sliiift and another was 
felt for a conaidoiablo dif.tanoo. 

A jet of steam v,:\s tunuul in at the No. 
I! ahaft to assist in subduing the liainefi 
As a dernier resort, a llunio has boon 
made to take water from the ndjncnnt 
Millstroam to the No. 3 shaft, to flood tho 
mine and thus put nut tho tire. This will 
bo iiocoaaary if thu aoV.d coal gola fin t\tu 
for tho danger of esplo.iions from the gas 
would make it too ha/.ardous for men to j 
go below to tight tho flainba. I 
Several theories aro advanced as to thu { 
origination of the firo. One ia that the 
Ohina'mon, who congregata around the 
engine for tho aako of the wariutii, have 
tlirown a lighted wick among aciinu rub- 
bish and thus ignited tho brattice. 
Another is that a Chinaman has made a 
littlo tire in aumo out of thu way curnor, 
to warm their food (which is said to be 
freiiuuntiy dune), and that the fire has 
eitended beyond the limila expected and 
fired tho brattice. A third opinion is 
that aoniy person haa hung an open light 
on tho brattice, and liiua set fire to it. 

Tho sootions of the Wellington col- 
liories, known as No. 3 and No. 4 shafts, 
aro (|uito extensive in their ramifications, 
and although coiinoutod have aepurato anci 
indopoiulunt air systems. Tho workings 
are several miles in extent, and known to 
Kive off largo i|uantitic3 of gas, which ro- 
il uirod n stnuig current of air to remove. 
Now tliat the aupply of air has been shut 
oil' explosions may tako place at any mo- 
ment. Tho burning sections aro tho 
places from which the major portion of 
tho output was taken, and until those 
portions are opened up again or new 
workings started, tho output nf tho Wel- 
lington collierioa will bo materially de- 
creased . 

At the prcsont writing it oaii only bo a 
matter of coiijecturo us to tho full extent 
of the lire, or whan it will be Rubdued 
and the mine placed in working order 
again. 

Ono thing ia certain, that this- unfortu- 
nate accident will bo a hoary blow to 
Dunsniuir & Sons, and tho community 
generally, m it will put a number of men 
out of eniploymont. 

Reports from tha burning mine up to 
late yosterduy afternoon state that all tho 
outlets roiuainod aealod up, and that no 
further oxploaiona had taken place. The 
manager, Mr. J. Hrydon, will keep the 
inino aoalod up for a fow weeka, and if 
that and the steam jolii do not oxtinguiah 
tho flames, resort will thou bo had to 
flooding tho mine. 

Mr. Dunsniuir received a telegram from 
Wellington last evening which atatod that 
the araoko and ilume were decreasing, 
and that it was believed the fire waa being 
got under control.
